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THE WINDMILL CCMMUNITY CENTRE 


The Annual General Meeting of the Wundmill Community Centre 
was held at the Centre on Wednesday llth April, 1984. The 
Chairman, Mr Richard Rroadbent opened the meeting and 
welcomed the members of the public attending. 


Chairman's Report: The three main halls had been used by 
the year. Some improvements had been carrie’ out, but all 
the items were purchased with a view to transferring them 

to the new centre in due course. The policy on lettings

On Tuesday 6th March, Class 4, with Mr Dunton and Mrs Bond visited 
the Commonwealth Institute in London. As a result of that visit, 
a great deal of written and art work has been produced. Unfortu- 
nately, it isn't possible to reproduce the art work here, but the 
following pieces of writing certainly give an idea of the variety 
of exhibits on show there...... 


--eee- We split into three groups to study Masks, Animals, Sports 
and Games. 1 was in the Animal Group and my favourite country was 
Canada. There were lots of pictures and on many of tham you had to 
pull things to reveal models. Also in this section there were 
three murals made out of material. There was a section on Beavers. 
They use their flat tails for carrying the logs to make their dams, 
and cut the logs down with their sharp teeth. I think Beavers must 
be very clever animals. In the Institute there were lots of buttons 
to push, which made pictures come up about the country you were 
looking at. In the Malaysia Exhibition there was a big model of a 
tree, with lots of birds sitting in it. Under the tree was an Ant- 
eater which has a very hard back to protect itself from it's 
enemies. On the tree itself, the biggest bird was the Rhinosceros 
Hornbill. My favourite models were the heads of the Giraffe, Tiger, 
Lion and Elephant. On the Lion was a sign saying "Don't: Touch; 

This Animal is Dangerous!" which I thought was rather funny!...... 


-.+.. I was amazed by the size of the building. It was ons of the 
biggest I'd ever been to in my life. I liked the Canadian Exhibi- 
tion because you could open doors and there were different things to 
see. There was an owl in one and some snakes in another. On the 
top floor in the Hong Kong display I was amazed by the giant dragon 
made from material. The New Guinea display was best because it had 
a jungle with life-like paper animals and trees and in the back- 
ground there were animal noises coming from a tape-recorder.....-.

There were three galleries 
where each country had it's own display. My favourites were Malta 
and Cyprus.

It was a bit like a small 
version of St. Paul's Cathedral. At lunch time we went into the 
park outside the Institute and there were flags there from all 
the Commonwealth Countries........ 


oeeee OME Of the displays had short films to watch, to find out 
more about the country. There were also some Sisplays having 
alterations made to them so we couldn't see those. In the Canada 
section there were two collages of animals that live there. On 
some displays there were little doors which you opened to find 
eifferent things inside. In one I found some snakes and in another 
I saw some stones which came from a volcano. There were a lot of 
stuffed animals, including lions an? tigers. From one country 
there was a stone head and neck of a giraffe. In the Malaysian 
Jisplay there was a tree with leaves on it and if you looked care- 
fully you could see several birds in it.
